BE it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 
1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Industrial Employment ( Stand - Short titla

If the estate officer has reasons to believe that any 
persons are in unauthorised occupation of any public premises , 
the estate officer or any other officer authorised by him in this 
behalf may require those persons or any other person to furnish 
information relating to the names and other particulars of the 
persons in occupation of the public premises and every person 
so required shall be bound to furnish the information in his 
possession

10C . ( 1 ) Where any person against whom any proceeding 
for the determination of arrears of rent or for the assessment of 
damages is to be or has been taken dies before the proceeding 
is taken or during the pendency thereof, the proceeding may be 
taken or , as the case may be, continued against the heirs or legal 
representatives of that person . 


(2 ) Any amount due to the Central Government from any 
person whether by way of arrears of rent or damages or costs 
shall, after the death of the person , be payable by his heirs or 
legal representatives , but their liability shall be limited to the 
extent of the assets of the deceased in their hands .

10D . If any person refuses or fails to pay the arrears of rent 
payable under sub -section (1) of section 7 or the damages pay 
able under sub -section (2 ) of that section or costs awarded to the 
Central Government under sub - section ( 4A ) of section 9 or any 
portion of such rent, damages or costs , within the time, if any , 
specified therefor in the order relating thereto , the estate officer 
may issue a certificate for the amount due to the Collector who 
shall proceed to recover the same as an arrear of land revenue ." .

said , both Houses agree in making any modification in the 
rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made , 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so however that 
any such modification or annulment shall be without pre 
judice to the validity of anything previously done under that 
rule." . 


11. For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the Specie pro 

vision for 
amendments made by clause ( a ) of section 7 of this Act shall not limitation . 
apply to any order made under section 5 or section 7 of the principal 
Act before the commencement of this Act.
